' The Paſſage from the Grezt Gate, the large Common- 
Hall, and all other Roomrs below Staires, and the great 
Stwrecale, were adom'd with Blacks aid Scutcheons; above 
Staires there were five faire Roomes hung with Scutcheons 
and Black-cloath from top to bottom , the largeſt whereof 
( being the Antechamber to the State) was ſpread with a 
Foot-cloth of Black-Bayes of about fix foot wide, leading 
direaly from the Entrance-into the State , on the right- 
hand of the State a large Paſſage-Roome hung with fine

Upon. Wedneſday the 19th, inſtant, the day appointed for 
the ſolemn interrment, the Corps was lodged as before in a 
tair large field, within two miles of Xzlkenny, where at the 
hour appointed there was a very noble appearance of , perſons 
of Quality, and of Gentry from many remote parts of this 
Kingdom, Theſe being formally drawn into order by the chief 
_ of Armes, did afford a very ſolemn, though a ſad pro-

The Office of Interrment was performed by the Biſhop, 
and the Body of that ſweet Lady repoſed in a fair VYaule 
wherein the Anceſtors of the noble houſe of 0rmnd did 
reſt ; and though the malice of the late Rebellion did utterly 
deface and . pull down as rich a Monument as this Kingdom, 
or perhaps moſt others could parallel, yet we diſpair nor of a- 
Rother in a little time, fince there is ſo rich a Treaſure com- 


mitted to the cuſtody of that Vault ; and ſince there are ſuch 


alive, whom God long preſerve, who leave undone nothing 
which befics the memory of that noble Lady or themſelves, 

After the divine Service and Anthems (which were very 
ſolemnly and skilfully performed) and the office of Interr- 
ment paſt, the Officer at Armes, repeated the Stile and Ti- 
tles of the Ladies diſcent, -which concluded the Ceremony 
at Church, 

From the Church moſt of all thoſe perſons of Quality did 
repair. to the Caſtle of Kilkenny, a ſeat very noble, Excel- 
lently furniſhed, where Lodgings were provided for the 
moſt conſiderable; there they found a ſpacious Hall hung 
with large rich Tapeſtry, and init, beſides many other Elſe- 
where, four large Tables covered, and within a' lictle time 
furniſhed with 2 5 large filver Diſhes at each Table thrice 0- 
ver, the laft Courſe whereof was an Exquiſite Banquet ; of 


all which Noble Treat, though Iam no competent Indge,yet . 


ſome preſent of Quality and experience proteſt,that in all their 
Travels they never ſaw greater plenty, variety and order, all 
this being managed without any noiſe or confuſion. 
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
